Resolved, That we do recommend to 


all candidates, for delegate to

Democratic National 'Convention that 
they sign the delegate's statement 
agreeing to abide by the., popular 
choice at th>.primary',; .and that.'ttiey '. 
cause their -names ',tc; be. included . in 
the "No Preference" .column on. the, 
primary ballot, leaving it to the Dem- 
ocratic voters of California to select 
26. of their number by voting each 
name separately, .to carry out the 
will and choice of the party at the 
National Convention.

RESOLUTION NOT DEBATED. 


Under the rule the resolutio.n went right 


to the'committee without talk. 


"Are there any further resolutions?1 


asked Chairman De Witt. 


There was a pause. The delegates 


seemed to expect something. But noth- 
ing dropped. Then there were questions 
from Mr. Wilson and Ed. B. Leake,' and 
Mr. Cowell of Stockton asked that the 
Presidential primary be explained 
by 


some competent expert. 


"Caminetti! Caminetti'." called some. 
"Holohan'. Sanford!" 
The calls were for the Democratic Sen- 


ators who had.,been in at the making of 
the law. 
But 
Sanford" rose and gave 


place to A.ssemblyman Griffin of Modes- 
to, who. he said, had drafted, the first 
Presidential primary law that had been 
turned down by the Republicans, who had 
finally been forced to adopt a primary 
law that was better than nothing, but 
which violated Democratic principles in 
many particulars. 


REPUBLICANS DENOUNCED. 


Assemblyman Griffin denounced the Re- 


publican progressives for turning down his 
bill at the regular session and told that 
they were 'just as eager to do practical 
politics as the old line Republicans. 


When he be^aii on his own bill. H. 


C McPike of Onkln.nd. who Is the law 
nartner of D M. Delmas in Los An- 
gelef rose to a*k that the speaker dlh- 
cuss the bill that has been passed—not 
the one that had been passed by.

Senator La Follette was accused by 


Theodore Bell, erstwhile candidate fo 
governor of the state of California, of 
dictating to Hiram Johnson the arrange- 
ment .by which a "bug" was inserted 
into the direct primary law of the state. 


"Hiram Johnson & Co. wrote into this 


primary law a provision to take away 
the ruling power of the people." thun- 
dered Bell. "Bob La Follette of. Wiscon- 
sin dictated to'Hiram Johnson the plan, 
which .was-to result in obliterating and] 
annihilating the Democratic Influence in ' 
California just as it has been obliterated 1 
and annihilated In -Wisconsin." 


The resolution which had been referred 


to the committee at the morning session, 
namely, that the twenty-six delegates to 
the national convention should be gov- 
erned In their vote by the will of the 
majority of the Democrats of the state, 
was the matter up for discussion. 
The 


majority of the committee qn resolutions 
had reported in favor of It with a strong 
minority opposed to it.

FRESNO, Jan. 27.^—Deputy 
State 
Game Commissioner A. D. Ferguson 
of Fresno makes the prediction that 
unless wild ducks are taken off the 
market in California the supply of 
that class of game birds will become 
exhausted within the very near future. 
"When 1 state that wild ducks are 
in grave danger of extermination In 
California I am speaking in all ser- 
iousness," said Mr. 
Ferguson. 
"I 


know that many sportsmen will .differ 
with me and argue that ducks are 
just as plentiful as ever.. 
"But I happen to know that ducks 
are; growing scarcer every- year, and 
one of .these days we will suddenly 
realize that there are no more ducks 
to shoot." 
• . 
• 


Mr. Ferguson states that the great- 
est Inroads on the ducks in this sec- 
tion of the State are being made in 
that country lying between Firebaugh 
and Gustine, where market hunters, 
though not violating the law as to the 
number of birds shot each day, go out 
daily and accrue the limit for the 
market, 
"When you consider how 
many 
hunters there are," 
explains Mr. 
Ferguson, "together 
with the 
fact 
that each of them can bag the limit, 
you will realize that there are a vast 
number of birds being killed every 
day." 
Mr. Ferguson would put a check on 


the threatened extermination of ducks 
by amending the law 
so that the 


birds cannot be offered for sale on 
the market at all. 


The statement is also made by Mr. 
Ferguson that most of the ducks in 


California at present are 
gathered 
about San Francisco bay awaiting the 
rains before taking flight for the in- 
terior. 


"'While there is a scarcity of ducks 


in the San Joaquin valley," says Mr, 
Ferguson, "There are moro geese In 
this section of tho State at present 
than there have been at any one time 
for three years past." 


Incidental to his previous state- 
ment Mr, Ferguson said that the fact 
is not generally known that the last 
legislature placed a limit of fifteen on 
the number of cottontail rabbits that 
may be killed in ono day. 


This statement was made, because 


of a communication received from R. 
A. Mooro of Coalinga, 
who 
Invites 


everybody to go to Kalsin City to kill 
rabbits regardless of how tho law may 
read.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Out of the 


panic that fell on tho White House fol- 
lowing Governor Glassc'x-k'B announce- 
ment that Roosevelt Is really an active 
candidate for the presidency, there grew 
one flower of hope—that hope was vested 
In Murray Crane. 


The Taft forces have simply got to 


have a leader. Today it was decided that 
Crane is to be the leader. The plan is 
to capitalize Crane's hatred of Roose- 
velt and his liking for Taft and thus play 
him both ways. 


Crane Is the man whom Roosevelt al- 


luded to as "a pussy footed busybody," 
with the added wish that ho be kept 
away from the White House. Crane heard 
about It and allowed that ho was deeply 
hurt and needed an apology. 


FEELINGS .WOUNDED. 


His friends went Ito JRoosevelt and 


told him that he had wounded .the feel- 
ings of the Senator from Massachusetts 
and that ho had better apologize. 


"I will not apologize," said Roosevelt, 


"and for one reason—that reason Is that 
he is a. pussy-footed busybody and I do 
wish that he'd keep away from here.''. 


Today just before the President's de- 


parture, when everybody was saying that 
unless some organization Is effected pret- 
ty soon the President might as well be 
looking for a house in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
It was 
_ suggested that 'Crane was just 


the man to do the work. 


"You know how he hates Roosevelt," 


said one of the President's political cabi- 
net. 
"He will go Into this wttlx double 


energy on that account. By all means 
make it Crane." 


The President, who has begun to take 


his head out of the clouds in tho last few 
days, is said to have agreed to the pan, 
and Crane, not that he loves Taft more; 
but that he hates Roosevelt very, very 
much more, will be the man behind the 
manager of the campaign for delegates. 


HILLES "IN BAD." 


Who the titular manager will bo does 


not make much difference. It Is pretty 
certain not to be Hilles, for HiHos is "in 
bad" with all the party leaders. Further- 
more, he has been on the. Job very little 
of late and In a fight with. Roosevelt 
somebody has got to be on tho Job all the 
time. 
. , 


Hitchcock will not .take orders from 


Crane, so he won't be the man. But who- 
ever he Is, Crane, will do the work un- 
less the plans are changed.

GLASSCOCK IN A HUFF. 


The announcement of the Roosevelt 


candidacy by Glasscock is one of the ex- 
tra grievances that soma of the Taft 
supporters have against Hilles. 
Glass- 


cock, .besides being the .chief executive 
of "West Virginia and a member of tho 
board of governors that Roosevilt orgaa- 
ized, is a pretty good Republican and 
wanted to do something for Taft. 
He 


came to Washington, and saw Hilles, but 
got no satisfaction. 
He stayed around 


for three or four flays without being 
able to break In and finally left In a 
dudgeon. 


It Is believed that if Hilles had ex- 


tended to him those courtesies due to a 
Republican Governor 'Of a Democratic 
state he might have stayed in the Tart 
camp. Not only that, but there is a-con- 
viction that what he told the Colonel 
about the lack of organization he found 
in the Taft headquarters influenced that 
gentleman-very largely In declaring his 
candidacy.

French under Rochambeau 'had 
landed at Newport, afterward 
to be so socially famous. It is 
a view expressed by no less a 


person than Count John Axel Fersen, the' Swedish 
nobleman, who was believed to have made a conquest 
of Marie Antoinette—th'e same Fersen, who became 
Grand Marshal of Sweden and was butchered by a 
mob in Stockholm. Fersen landed with the Rocham- 
beau forces—those forces that were to come to their 
glory at Yorktown—and thus he wrote of jour vener-. 
'ated New 'England forebears: 


"Their»greed of money is unequaled. Money is 


their god. Virtue, honor—-nothing in the world is of 
any account but the precious metal. In all ..the deal- 
ings we have had with them they have treated us as 
foes rather than as' friends. They sell food to the 
English, who pay dear for it." 


Now Senator Boynton would send to the stake a 


school-ma'am who would read that to a class in co- 
lonial history. But it was the view of a very famous 
man, and a, brave one, who came over to fight for our 
liberties, and did fight hard and well. You can find- 
the quotation in the work of-Gaston Maugras on "The 
Due de Laiizun and the Court of Marie Antoinette,"; 
in which there are some fifty pages of entertaining 
matter on the Rochambeau expedition.^ 
A Slap All Around 


The following also may be found quoted in Fer- 


sen's correspondence, as I take it from Paul Gaulot's 
work, ."A Friend of the Queen": 


"We have seen neither a fine country nor good • 


people. They are, in general, idle and-grasping. How 
are they,'with these two characteristics- to be made 
useful for the war: The spirit, of patriotism exists 
only in the leaders .and in the principal; personages of 
the country, who make .very great sacrifices/. The oth- 
rers,/forming,the.;.majority, care for nothing - but''their • 
personal,interest.. .Money is the moving spring of all 
their actions. They think only of how to 'acquire it. 
Every man is for-himself—none are for the common 
weal.

When, however, the spectacled gentlemen on the 


other side say the colonists had no real right to resist 
the taxes imposed by. England,-they, seem'r to forget 
that one of the greatest of Englishmen certainly 
.thought they had the right to resist, and England's 
history cannot be written without Pitt. We all have 
mastered trie-recitation-book declarations he is said 
to have made; and here is what Horace Walpole, the 
gossip of Strawberry Hill, had to say on the subject 
in a letter from Paris to Sir Horace Mann. February 
9, 1766:

"We are every day impatient for letters from Eng- 


land, where Mr. Pitt's conduct has occasioned great 
confusion. He has declared a little for some part of 
the Administration, but strongly against the Duke of 
Newcastle; violently against Lord Bute; peremptorily 
against the last Ministry, ever}- one of whose acts he 
condemns; and what is stronger than all, against the 
Parliament itself, which he says hss taxed America 
without a right to do so, and by that act broke the 
original compact. His followers are exceedingly few, 
yet his name makes a sort of party, and you may be 
sure he has all the Americans with him." 


"In history," says Stevenson, "we see things as in 


a glass, darkly; and the fashion oi former times comes 
to us deplorably adulterated and defaced, fitted to 
very vague and pompous words, and strained through 
many men's minds of everything- personal or precise." 
And if you will go on and find the rest of that sentence 
and the almost perfect essay in which it is contained, 
you will bless me to the end of your English-loving 
clays. See Stevenson's Charles of Orleans in "Familiar 
Studies of Men and Books."

Arabella Huntington, the widow of Collis P. Hunt- 
ington/^s not, after all, to be^ given by her to some 
scientific or charitable institution. Those who know 
say she had'decided to sell it and is now considering 
the offer of'a San Franciscan who wants 
to 
pay 


$200,000 for it. The latter, it is said, plans to put a 
big modern apartment house on the lot. The pro-

future. Thus will then end the ownership in that 
part of the city of the last of. the rich families who 
made No'b Hill famous. The Stanford lot is being 
devoted to apartment house purposes.

^location of the. Fairmont hotel. Like Russian and 
Rincon hills and South Park, Nob Hill has gone for- 
ever as the place of residence for the wealthy. The 
Huntington place was originally the home of 
the 


Cplton family. Huntington bought it about 1892 fo? 
$320,000 in cash, using it but seldom. The fire of 
1906 destroyed the house and burned up a fortune in 
the way of pictures and costly decorations and fur- 
nishings. 


Speaking of Russian, Nob and Rincon hills and 


South Park, some stories as fascinating and mysterious 
as those of Hawthorne could be written about the 
homes of the wealthy in those four sections in the 
years agorie. . Tragedy at times held sway in 'some of 
these places and both tragedy and comedy in others. 
It was in the Mark Hopkins mansion that there be- 
gan a courtship and tale of love fhat was to unite a 
widow of xkbulous wealth with the young decorator, 
Searles. At her'death, die young widower and his 
lawyers became more than millionaires and had the 
effrontery Jo style one of the legal heirs on this Coast 
as "the beggar on horseback" because he demanded 
his rights. It was a Russian Hill residence, that of the 
Heads, which had the first marble plunge-in San Fran- 
cisco. In size and beauty it had finally to yield the 
palm to the one Amy Crocker built in her home on 
VaivNess avenue, a home that later came into the 
possession of the-Hobart family...When-..the;. Floods 
built their mansion on Nob-Hill: a•: little, sum 
like 


$30,000 for a fence was merely an item in the'expense.' 
So fine aYesideffce as that of the Tolan'ds on Russian 
Hill had : finally - to; yield to the encroachments of 
.Chinatown, and Chinese highbinders hid and plotted 
in parlors where once the elite of the city gathered 
•for festive hours. One or two of Gertrude Atherton's 
stories have to do with some of the people and some 
of the fine homes of years ago.at South Park and 
Rincon Hill. Irving "M. Scott, the builder of the 
Oregon, lived for years in the latter section. -So did 
Mrs. Peter Donahue, who, on her death, left fortunes 
to Mrs, Eleanor Martin and J. Downey Harvey. As 
late as the fire of 1906, Henry Miller, ihe cattle king, 
'clung to.?his old home in the same locality4 .The rriost 
brilliant wedding on Nob Hill was that'of the daugh- 
ter of the house of Crocker. There might also be told 
the pathetic story of how the spirits came to the Stan- 
ford mansion to tell the noble, lonely widow of her 
son and dead husband. And so the stories may mul- 
tiply and can include the famous - spite fence of the 
head of'the house of Crocker, the home of Lucky 
Baldwin on Nob Hill that was once the residence of 
Senator Gwin a"d that oddest of odd homes on the 
sante hill that had for its occupant Colonel Peter 
Finnegan.

Tfte Sugar Beef /ndusfry in Dagger. 


Representatives of the California sugar beet growers have re- 


turned from Washington somewhat downcast over the prospect 
of their industry receiving favorable consideration in tariff legis- 
lation. They say the beet sugar industry of the United States 
will be destroyed if the plans of the Democrats and insurgent Re- 
publicans go through. Likewise the cane sugar industry of Louisi- 
ana and Texas will go to pot. Then we "will have to rely exclusively 
on foreign importation for our sugar supply, and there will-be no 
domestic check on the rapacity of the refiners. 


But the situation is a very natural one. Senator Works wants 


to cut the duties on metals and cotton and woolen goods, and Sen 
ator La Follette wants to abolish the duty on citrus fruits. Con- 
gressmen Stephens, Raker and Kent arc denouncing the protective 
policy as a scheme of robbery. Raker is a Democrat, but the other 
two profess to be Republicans. If the voters of California scnc 
to Washington men who will bawl against protection and clamor 
for a reduction of tariff duties, how can they expect to have their 
own industries protected? 


California, Colorado, Kansas and Nebraska are the chief beet 


sugar producing States, and all of them have men in Congress 
clamoring for tariff 
reform 
and inveighing against protection. 


Montana wants her wool and beet growers protected, but she has 
sent one Democrat and one Republican tariff reformer to the Sen- 
ate. Missouri and Colorado want the zinc industry protected, but 
they have sent to Congress men pledgee! to prill down the tariff. 


The beet growers, as well as the wool growers, and the cirrus 


fruit producers will have to learn that the only way to get protec- 
\ion is to vote for it. They must elect men to Congress who be- 
lieve in protection and will fight for it. 
It is folly to elect rncn 


who are opposed to the protective policy and who arc pledged to 
its destruction, and then expect them to prevent tariff reductions

We live In an age 


of nolsemaklng. or, to use .a. more popu- 
lar term, of advertisement—s« M'. adver- 
tisement. Many, too many, 
iuEre are 


nowadays who see no virtue '.n silent 
benefaction, for whom service rendered 
without thunder has no worth. 
They are 


too dull to the nobler capacity of human 
sympathy, too crude for the 3ner spirit 
of benevolence, friendship, human weal. 
Every service of public value' they render 
and every act of private benefaction they 
perform springs from that lower.motive 
of self-interest, the desire for grlory, the 
appetency after applause. They cannot 
look without staring, speak -without noise, 
help without blowing of trumpet. 


Nor would It be any

concern 


when this blaze and trumpet-blast flat- 
ters their vanity if It did not effect am- 
blUous Imitators.

No one commits sui- 
cide unless he 'Is despondent and has 
nothing to hope for.

.That .women .bear, with more fortitude 


than men the ills of life IB evident; every 
year. in .the: suicide statistics. Twice' as 
many men as women take their lives. 
Whether men feel more keenly than 
women the 'strain of the struggle for ex- 
istence, or whether women are endowed 
with greater courage to face the struggle 
and greater strength to endure It, the 
fact remains that suicide as a means of 
escape from trouble does not appeal to 
women as generally as to men. 


It would serve a useful purpose if the 


bearing of economic conditions upon the 
number of suicides could be accurately de- 
termined. With more than 1000 persons In 
this most prosperous of countries taking 
their own lives every month, it ought to 
be worth while to find out how many of 
such tragedies could be traced to pre- 
ventable causes.—Boston Globe. 


The records of the Immigration office 


at New York show that the number of 
Immigrants arriving at that port during 
1911 will be nearly 500,000 less than were 
received In 1S10. Commissioner Williams 
estimates that the decrease for the en- 
jre ysar will be fully 30 per cent, com- 
pared with the figures for 1910. Not only 
so. The eastbound traffic has been un- 
usually heavy. It is declared that one 
of the steamships sailing for Europe last 
week left 500 steerage passengers on the 
wharf because, there was .no room for 
them. Indeed, the official figures up .to 
and including December 15 show that 
6000 more "Italians, Greeks and Orient- 
als" have left the country than entered 
t during the year. Tha number of ar- 
rivals from Mediterranean ports is placed 
at 160,000, aa against 166,000 departures 
for the same period. 


Several causes have probably operated 


to reduce the volume of Immigration for 
the year. Italy's war with Turkey is one 
of them. Unsettled industrial conditions 
n the United States constitute another. 
The prosperity of foreign residents in 
Jils country, who have accumulated suf- 
ficient funds to pay a visit to their na- 
tive lands, or to return and make their 
residence there, may perhaps account In 
part for the heavy outward movement.

Government Report Says Low Wage and 


Long Day Rale Steel Industry 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Follow- 


ing a sweeping investigation covering 
almost 
every steel 
manufacturing, 


plant in the United States, the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, in 
a report now ready for the Senate, 
accuses practically every corporation 
of maintaining a system of labor as 
cruel, relentless and unnecessary as 
the galleys of ancient time. 
Making the direct statement that 


these corporations have instituted a 
policy of eliminating skilled artisans

TWELVE-HOUR DAYS. 


One-fifth of the 173,000 employes of 


blast furnaces, steel works and mills 
work eighty-four hours, or 
twelve 


hours a day for seven days a week. 
Many 
of them go to their homes 


"only to eat and sleep." 
In May, 1910, the period covered 


by the investigation, It was found that 
50,000 furnace and 
steel mill em- 


ployes worked regularly seven days 
a week- and 
that 
34,000 
worked 


eighty-four hours or more a week. 


"Added significance attaches to the 


conditions of labor here 
described,"" 


says the report, "when we conslde'r 
that the general tendency for yea.rs 
past has been toward a shorter wet-k- 
ing day. 


"Years ago the ten-hour day be- 


came almost a standard; since that 
time further reductions have brought 
the working day to nine and in many 
cases to eight hours, and this reduc- 
tion has been accompanied by a parf 
holiday on Saturday. It is therefore 
in striking contrast to this general 
tendency in other industries to find !n 
a great basic industry, such as that 
part 
of the iron and steel Industry 


covered in this l-eport, that approxi- 
mately only 14 per cent of the 173,000 
employes worked less than sixty hours 
per week, and almost 43 per 
cent 


worked seventy-two hours or over per 
week. 


UNSKILLED WORKMEN. 


"Another striking characteristic of 


tho labor conditions In tho iron and 
steel Industry is the large proportion 
of unskilled workmen in tho labor 
field. Not far from one-half of tho 
91,468 employes In tho productive 
iron nnd .iteel occupations included 
within this investigation wore of thn 
elnss of unskilled workmen. 
In tho 


blast furnace, department more than 
two-thirds of ':So 24.772 employe In 
productive occupations wero unnkilled 


workmen, a large proportion of whom 
do not yet speak or understand Eng- 
lish." 
The Investigation was authorized 


by a Senate resolution following the 
revelations that proceeded the great 
strike at the Bethlehem steel com- 
pany's plant two years ago. 


Attention is called ft} the fact that 


while there Is a metallurgical neces- 
sity for continued operation of the 
blast furnaces,-no such necessity ex- 
ists in other departments where tlje 
seven-day- week has also been trie 
rule. In some cases the hardship of 
a twelve-hour day ana a seven-day 
week Is added to by a change from 
day to nignt work and vice versa, at 
the end of the week, one crew of men 
having to work a shift of twenty-four 
hours to make the change. 
It is also pointed out that at the 


time of the investigation of the Beth- 
lehem works in 1910 the president of 
the steel corporation directed the rig- 
id enforcement of a resolution ado^E-1 
ed three years previous, cutting out 
a large part of Sunday work except 
in the blast furnace department. 


TO CUT DOWN AVOBK. 


."Since the beginning of the pres- 


ent investigation," says the 
report, 
"this matter of abolishing seven-day 
work for the individual employes in 
the blast furnace as well as In other 
departments of the Industry has re- 
ceived the attention of tho American 
Iron and Steel Institute, and a plan 
has been proposed which gives each 
employe one day of rest each week 
and does away with the twenty-four 
or the eighteen hours of consecutive 
work." 


This plan, it Is stated, has been 


successfully 
operated 
by several 


plants throughout the country. 


The report shows that of the 172.- 


706 employes, 73,529 had a working 
week of seventy-two hours or more. 
Over one-fourth of all the employes 
had a regular working week of more 
than seventy-two hours. Over 85,000 
had a working week of eighty-four 
or more hours, while only 14.39 per 
cent had a working week of less than 
sixty hours. 


"Nothing has been done 
by the 


manufacturers," continues the report, 
"nor have any proposals been made 
to lesson the proportion of men -work- 
ing seventy-two hours or more per 
week, or at least twelve hours a clay 
for six days a week. Tho proportion 
as shown in this Invcstingtlon— 43 per 
cent—remain unchanged, being unaf- 
fected by the plan to %\v>< tho men 
who wero working; eighty-four hours; 
per week one dny of rest in seven. 


"I-.-irgo »s Is tho proportion that 


unskilled labor forms of the total la- 
oor force in the h'on ami steel Indus- 
try, 
steel experts havn noted tha fact 


that the tendency of recent years has 


been steadily toward the reduction of 
the number of highly skilled men em- 
ployed and the general establishment 
of the wage on the basis of common 
or unskilled labor. 
Of the total ol 


172,706 employes, 13,863 earned less 
than 14 cents per hour, 20,527 earned 
14 and under 16 cents and'61,057 
earned 16 and under 18 cents. Those 
earning 18. and under 25 cents per 
hour numbered 46,132, while 40,762 
earned 25 cents and over.

When he committed the crime Wolter 
was living with a young woman by the 
name of .Katie Muller 
who 
supported 
them both by, working in a baker;,-. He 
was idle, shiftless 
and 
ignorant. 
His 
fondness. for the society of women led 
him to answer advertisements inserted 
by girls seeking positions, and have them 
call at his flat in the belief that he 
could give them employment. It was a 
decoy of this kind that bronsht little 
Ruth Wheeler to Ills place on March 4. 
1310. 
That was the last she was seen 
alive.

_Three weeks. after her disappearance 
Woiter was placed under arrest, and a 
search of the flat revealed the charred 
remnants of the child's body, wrapped in 
oil cloth on the 
fire 
escape. 
Charred 
bones were also found in the fire place. 
Wolter was convicted on April 22, 1910 
and sentenced five days later. The case 
was appealed and since then two continu- 
ances wero granted, dela%-ing the execu- 
tion almost two years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 T.—That the 


case of Porter Charlton, who con-

ing' made in the construction of the .new 
naval base at Rosyth, on thn Firth of 
Forth, that It Is practically certain tb2 
whole of the work will be finished in 1914, 
or two years before the contract time ex- 
pires. 


Rosyth naval base will then be the 


largest and best equipped dockyard In 
the world, not excepting even Portsmouth 
and Devonsport. 
It will cost more than 


150,000.000. 


When completed, Rosyth dockyard will 


comprise: 


Six dry docks to accommodate the larg- 


est dreadnought battleships and bat- 
tle cruisers. 


A- basin in which an entire fleet of bat- 


tleships and Cruisers can be mor*ed 
or berthed. 


A basin for submarines and torpedo- 


boat destroyers. 
' 


Slipways on which the largest ships 


can be built. 


Coaling depot with all the'latest appli- 


ances for tha rapid coaling of ships. 


Arsenal, naval stores, .workshops, wire- 


less telegraph, dockyard offices, elec- 
tric light and power station, boiler- 
shops, police headquarters and vari- 
ous other buildings and accommoda- 
tions Indispensable to modern dock- 
.yards. 


At the present time Roayth Is Just at the 


beginning .of things. It is. still a village 
which slopes down from the hills to the 
Firth of Forth. In two or three years' 
time Bosyth will be a prosperous town nt 
frorri 50,000 to 60,000 inhabitants. 


PAY AND NIGHT WORK. 


'There are nqw 2500 " men engaged on 
the naval works and they work continu- 
ously day and night—1500 by day tind 
1000 
by night. 


They are employed In reclaiming land 


from the sea, blasting and excavating rock 
and earth for basins and docks, building 
concrete and stone block walls, construct- 
ing dry docks and generally preparing 
the new base for occupation by the per- 
manent admiralty staff- of officials. 


The details of this vastly Important na- 


tional work are being kept more or less 
of a -secret. 
The admiralty officials on 


the spot are silent, when,a newspaper cor- 
respondent is about, ana so' are the con- 
tractors, Messrs. Easton, Gibb & Son, 
while no one Is allowed on the admiralty 
ground without "written authority. 
. Rosyth Is intended to be the principal 
base of the British naval operations In 
case of war in the North Sea. It is ad^ 
mira.biy sheltered in a small bay of the 
Firth of Forth called St. Margaret's Hope, 
and its approaches will be strongly:guard- 
ed.by powerful fortifications on the hills. 
To the seaward between Hosyth and the 
sea, is that marvel of engineering sci- 
ence, the Forth bridge. 


FLOATING DOCK. 


Roughly, tbe new naval base Is two 


miles long and a. mile and a half wide. 
The first position to be opened will be ihe 
basin for submarines ancl destroyer's. This 
work has bee;i pushed forward so rapidly 
that it wil be completed by the summer 
of next year. 
A floating dock will be 


provided, together with jetties for twelve 
submarines, and six destroyers. 


"What Is known as the Dreadnought ba- 


sin has an area of more than fifty-two 
acres. 


The wall surrounding this basin Is of 


concrete and stone. 
It is sunk to a 


depth of 140 feet and will cost five mill- 
ion dollars. 


Of the six docks projected, two arc a!- 


teady being built, and one of these is 
nearly completed. The other four are to 
be built parallel with them. 
There is 


alao plenty of land available for additional 
dry docks If required. 


Warships are to be built at Rosyth Just 


as they are at Portsmouth. Devonport, 
and other yards. One1 building slipway Is 
nppron.ch.lng completion and at least one 
other is contemplated. 


Whenever possible electric power, which 


will be generated ?,t the dockyards, will be 
used. Electric light will .be provided for 
tho whole of thn establishment. 


Railways, connected with the North 


British Company's system will be laid 
down in the yard for the convenience of 
building and war materials. 


With regard to the cost of the whole 


scheme, the contract work will probab'y 
account for nearly $20,000.00. but the work 
to be done by the admiralty will cost an 
additional $30,000,000 at least, making a 
total of JoO.000,000.

COFFIN STREET .CAR. 


A coffin street car Is going to appear 


shortly In JParis. 
The .'cemetery of Vin- 


cennes is full, and i.t is impossible to find 
another suitable piece of ground in the 
town, so the new cemetery has been nt 
a. distance of about three miles out. 


This is too great a tJistanca for the 


ordinary funeral, processior^ and the mu- 
nicipality ^has solves the problem of hav- 
ing a special trolley car for coffins con- 
structed, and laying down a line right 
to the gates of the cemetery. 
The car, 


which is of a dark green color, is divided 
into four compartments, one for the dri- 
ver, one for the bearers, one for tiie 
clergy, and a roomy one containing '2-1 
seats for the family of the deceased. In 
the side of the vehicle there is an aper- 
ture Into which the undertakers slide the 
coffin.

These forged coins were mostly circu- 


lated in the latter years of the reign cf 
Napoleon III, platinum being used in tlw 
alloy. 


This metal was then far less valuable 


than gold, and a peund weight of it could 
be purchased for fifteen to twenty dol- 
lars. 


At the present time, however, a pound 


of platinum Is worth very nearly $750, 
and the demand for it in America Is such 
that It will probably become still dearer. 


An analysis of the rorged coins has 


shown that they contain about six gram- 
mes of platinum, and these six grammes 
are now worth $9. 


Murders and other crimes of every de-

The idea of letting the font, at which 
the children of Siena have been bap- 
tized for hundreds of years, go to the 
metropolitan museum of New York 
greatly angered the Sienese. 
Dona- 


tello's "John the Baptist" is a figure 
in the 
catheclra-l 
of St. Catherine, 


where the majority of young folks get 
married. 
The figure is to them like 


the portrait of a personal friend. 


When' Mr. Morgan's proposition was 


made the people laughed at first, then 
grew furious. 
The climax of indig- 


nation was reached when an offer was 
made to buy the unique old' carving 
on the seats which go around, the 
cathedral chair stalls where sit those 
who chant the last requiems over the 
Sicnese dead. 


PARTING SHOT. 


But Mr. Morgan's parting shot and 


that which most incensed them, was 
his attempt to purchase the pavement 
of 
the 
cathedral. This 
pavement 


forms the center aisle and consists of 
marvelous 
graphites, 
covered 
with 


wood, and is uncovered only once a 
year—at the feast of the Assumption. 
When Mr. 
Morgan • heard that the 


principal artist of these graphites was 
Beccafumi he 
wanted them badly. 


Today every, guide in Siena, when 
pointing out -these artistic treasures, 
says with indignation: 
"The billion- 


aire Morgan tried to buy. that"

curious obligations are attached to the 
possession-ot the -house. 


In the seventeenth century it was the 


property of the Sleur De Mauroy, Seig- 
neur Saint Eoch, councillor of- the king 
and controller general of finances. 
In 


1644 the councillor, who was "widely known 
for his piety, decided to make a special 
endowment for the glory of tha church. 
He accordingly drew up a deed -with the 
clergy of the neighboring monastery of 
Saint Roch by which, when the sacred 
host was taken out of the church to tho 
sick or dying, it was borne through tho 
streets with a special ceremonial - befit- 
ting the dignity of the occasion, for the 
expense of which he made himself re- 
sponsible.

Speed Is relative. .And the speed at 


which man travels Is even now low down 
In the scale of rapid motions." Begin with 
the slowest of 'moving -objects and note 
the forms and conditions by which na- 
lure Increases, her speed. 
The movements of glaciers ar« neg- 


ligible. The same may be said of mi- 
croscopic solmal Jife. 
Coming to the 


visible forms of animal life, w« think 
at once of the snail, which goes at the 
rate of ibout flva hundredths.of an inch 
a second. 
The tortoise, also a symbol of slow- 


ness, covers less than . half .an.. Inch a 
second. 
The hare, which the tortoise 


Js fabled to have defeated In. a--race, 
runs sixty feet in a second. 


The best recorded sjjeed of a running 


horse 18 sixty-two feet a second for a 
short distance. It Is said that the tiger 
•will cover forty-six 'feet In a second; 
the elephant seventeen feet; the fox- 
hound sixty feet; the ostrich, helped by 
Its wings .160 feet 
But most of .these 


figures obviously are hard to verify. 


With flying birds, too,. although many 


of them have been carefully timed, we 
cannot be certain" that the figures given 
are- correct except perhaps . in the case 
of the carrier pigeon. The record for a 
pigeon flying 100 miles is about 125 feet 
a second. However, homing pigeons are 
said to have flown nearly half as fast, 
again for short distances. For the eagle 
the estimated distance in a second is 
seventy-five feet, for the wild goose 150 
feet, for the swallow •' perhaps 300 feet, 
th« swallow being- the king of speed In 
the air. - 


Without the artificial aids to speed, 


which his genius has developed man is 
one of the slowest of the .large animals 
in getting over the ground. The fastest 
running record for 100 yards was mads 
at the rate of a fraction more than 
thirty-one feet a second. A mile .?ias 
been run at the rate of twenty, and a.

The superiority of man appears in his 


use of mechanical aids to speed. Thers 
was a man on the back of the horse 
that made, the best equine running rec- 
ord.' Even with so simple.a contrivance 
as skates man has done almost '.qjs:~well 
as the horse, covering a mile at the rats 
of nearly forty feet a second.

The sun would seem -to stand still could 
we compare Its .yeloclty -with, that .of 
the radium -"rays." 
These radiations 


are produced by successive explosions of 
the tiny groups of the tiny atoms of 
radium.

He traveled 
either entirely across or well Into the 
Interior of each country visited, and. all 
his time was given to study and research 
to fit him. lor the preparation of these 
articles. 


And there is something of Importance 


also in the. fact that practically every! 
article about any "country -was written 
while the author was in the country de- 
scribed. In this- way 'there is a certain 
freshness and vividness that makes large- 
ly foritn'e charm of the book. The book 
begins with a charming chapter, "Japan, 


rickshaw men, with only ft loin-cloth 
about their bare bodies, seem to run as 
fast and as far as they would If they 
were In Peking. 


"The Chinese are a wonderful people, 


and I am more and more impressed with 
the thought of what a hand they are to 
have in the world's affairs a hundred

ON LIFE OFWILD BIRDS 


CHICAGO, Jan."27:-^Although a. "thous-, 


and and one ornithological volumes.have 
been written, it is a curious fact that not 
a scrap of Information is to be found in 
any of them regarding the ages at which 
different specimens of birds breed in the 
wild state. This discovery has been mada 
by a writer.in Country Life, who suggests 
that as in most cases, birds breed as a 
matter, of course In. their second season, 
writers have assumed that their Is noth- 
ing to be said on the subject. 
- As a matter of fact, says London Tit- 
Bits, observers who have.watched gulls In 
their nesting haunts are well aware that 
these birds do not breed beforejtheir third 
season, when they have changed the dark 
spotted plumage-, of immaturity...for the 
gray and white,, or black, gray, and white, 
dress of maturity. 
Then, again, as gan- 


nets do not acquire their adult buff dress 
till tne third year, and as there appears 
to be no record of a bird nesting in the 
Immature dark dress, it may be inferred 
that in this1 species the breeding Is like- 
wise postponed until the third season. 


Dr. Seth Smith, who is In charge of 


the birds at the Zoological Gardens, says 
that in all probability many of the parrots 
do not breed until they are 3 or 4 years 
old-—that is to say, till their fourth or 
fifth season. 
Geese, however, according 


to the same authority, are an except- 
tlon to this generalization as, in common 
with sheldrakes and some of the pheasr 
aT<i,<». they breed In their second season. 
PcMibly, as regards geese, this applies 
only to domesticated breeds. 


Pigeons and the majority of game birds 


attain their full plumage In the.-flrst sum- 
mer: and the presumption accordingly Is 
that they breed In their second season. 
That this Is the caso with partridges Is 
rendered evident by tha fact that in their 
second season all tha birtjs, with possibly 
a few accidental exceptions, are paired. 
Domest.lr.ntod fowls nrA tnpmhers of the 
game bird group, and It Is accordingly 
quite legitnate that they should breed In 
their second season. Forward pullets will, 
however, often lay In their first autumr. 
Nevertheless, rJthough pullets cannot, of 
course, bo prevented from laying In tholr 
first autumn, It is probably not advisable 
to brood from such CKRS. -There Is, how- 
ever, iKilhlnfr lo indicate that anv advan- 
tage woiil-'l he gained by nnt brooding from 
<!uch hiivls of th« Kf'eond year; on the con- 
trary, tuck birds arft doubtless In the full 


of cnrly maturity, and thus b&st

1 Charles Lincoln Smith, the . New York 
refractionist, who is at the Arlington ho- 
tel annex, "like all other superstitions, 
has soma basis in fact.

being has a 'dominant eye,' and this con- 
dition has caused untold misery to the 
human race. 
"To explain more fully, I may say, 
after thirty years' experience In all parts

LONDON.—A very curious 
aiscovery. 


•which throws some Interesting sidelights 
•on the life of sixteenth-century Europe, 
was made some .years ago,, when the con- 
tents or the old postofflce at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main were transferred to. the new 
premises. 
A complete mailbag. 
full of 


letters^and apparently officially 
sealed, 


. was discovered hidden among the rafters 


ft>t the old pqstofflce, where It had lain 


forgotten for over 300 years. 


The tog was -at first deposited Intact 


Tfijmong the state archives, but It has rc- 
f'ccntly teen har.ded-over to the imperial 


" f 'Postal Museum, where the curator.'Dr. 


Sautter, has been occupied in examining 
the contents. Dr. Sautter has published 
the results of his examination in the Im- 
perial Post and Telegraph Archives. 


The mail comprised 175 packages, con- 


taining in all 272 letters; in some instances 
'several different letters were Inclosed in 
one package, either for the sake of 'econ- 
omy or In the hope of greater security. 


Most of the letters were addressed to 


persons residing in Aix-la-Chapel!e, Co- 
logne and Antwerp, besides a number in- 
tended to reach officers and soldiers of the 
Spanish army then operating in the Neth- 
erlands. 


SPECULATE ON MESSAGES. 


One can but vainly speculate upon the, 


disappointments, quarrels and losses that 
may have resulted'from the miscarriage 
of all these messages. They 
were no 


doubt serious, for in. those days letter 
'writing was too costly and troublesome to 
he undertaken without real need. 
Dr. 


Sauttefhas classified the letters and pub- 
ilished a selection of those that contain 
items of general interest. 


The "aviso," or dispatch note, found In 


the bag, is written 
in Italian, 
though 


signed by the 
Spanish 
Postmaster at 


Milan. It is dated May 1C, 15S5, and'con- 
signs the mail to the Imperial Postmaster, 
jthen -resident in Cologne. 
The letters 


themselves are dated from various towns 
in Northern Italy. 


It Is impossible now to say how these 


letters came to be deposited in the roof of 
the Frankfort Postoffice, though there can 
be little doubt that it was the result ftf 
some mail robbery—which was no uncom- 
'mon event at that period. The peculiar 
fact remains, however, that the thieves 
selected a postofflce for the concealment 
<f- their haul. 
I • Dr. Sautter offers two theories that may 
account for this. It has been ascertained 
from other.sources that the municipal au- 
thorities of Frankfort were at that time 
very Indignant at what they considered 
the arbitrary manner in which the Impe- 
rial Postmaster overrode 
the 
ancient 


rights of Frankfort, and It is possible that 
they caused the mail- to be intercepted 
and confiscated just to cause him annoy- 
ance. Or the theft may have been carried 
out on political grounds. 
In order 
to 


undertake this we must recall that there 
was then open war between the Pope and 
the Prince-Archbishop of Cologne. The 
Archbishop had gone over to Protestan- 
jfsm, burhnt the Pope's bull and appealed 
to the "secular arm" of the Emperor. In 
an age when even official "safe conducts" 
were often deliberately used as a snare 
to catch an enemy, the mere robbery of 
dispatches by the emissaries of contend- 
ing parties was a matter of ordinary oc- 
currence; and it is significant that among 
all these letters there is not one addressed 
to any person of political or clerical emi- 
nence. Dr. Sautter 
surmised that the 


thieves may have" helped themselves to 
any letters that looked like political dis- 
Pwlcfles before hiding the remainder so 
s;pe!y that, as we have seen, only an 
accident brought them to light after lying 
over 300 years among dust and cobwebs. 


MAJORITY COMMERCIAL, 


The majority of the letters are commer- 


cial,-for the most part written In Italian, 
though a few are in French, Flemish and 
Spanish, and they clearly iridicate" that 
Venice, Milan, Genoa and Verona were 
conducting a regular and thriving trade 
with Cologne and Antwerp. In the case 
of the latter this is all the more surpris- 
ing, as Antwerp was at this very time un- 
dergoing a" prolonged and severe siege by 
the Spanish army under the command of 
theYDuke of Parma. It is surprising, then, 
to IBM that letter from Italy for Ant-r 
werpv containing invoices, cheques and 
contract notes, show that there was a 
continuous business intercourse going on 


just as though the city were enjoying 
perfect peace. 


It is significant that most of the letters 


intended for Antwerp were inclosed under 
cover to Cologne merchants, ^vhpm the 
Italian traders relied upon to find means 
to get them through the Spanish lines. 


A glance at some of the business letters 


causes one to marvel, not at the change 
and improvements in business which one 
might have expectid to have arisen since 
the advent of steam and electricity, but 
rather, on the contrary, at the small 
change that 300 years have wrought. The 
cheques InclQsed in some cf the letters 
are almost identical in size and wording 
with those we handle todty. 
The. letters 


are usually headed with, the words, "Al 
nome de Dio,' 
and conclude 
with "A 


Dlo"—a formal piety which does not, how- 
ever, prevent the writer from complaining 
about goods not coming up to sample sub- 
mitted, with a frank rudeness that a mod- 
ern trader even in Manchester goods 
could not desire to surpass. 


Information about the 
crops, political 


affairs and the state of markets occurs 
frequently, 
and the fairs at Piacenza, 


Lyons, Besancon and Frankfort are re- 
fered to as important events in the busi- 
ness world. 


Letters to officers of the Spanish army, 


then fighting the Pope's battles in the 
Netherlands, are usually addressed "Al 
Campo Catto, 
Fiandra—1. e., 
"In the 


Catholic Carnp, Flanders:' and a touch of 
the grim reality of war is supplied in a 
letter addressed 
to 
Antone d'Olivera, 


Governor of Ghent, by a cousin In Italy, 
sympathetically informing him of 
the 


death of his brother on the field of battle, 
and commending to his care a young son 
of the deceased officer, who was now left 
destitute. 


SCHOOLBOYS' LETTERS. 


Letters from school boys to their par- 


ents of all ages form a fertile source of 
.unconscious humor. 
In 
the 
ruins of 


Babylon there has been dug up one in 
which a boy urgently reminds his father 
of the long-delayed remittance, and con- 
cludes with the information: "If you wiH 
send the money without delay I will again 
pray for you daily." 


Among several 
letters 
from young 


priests and others studying in Italy to 
their parents in their northern 
homes, 


there is one from a young law student 
in equally dire, if somewhat different, 
straits. It is a long-winded and bombastic 
epistle flamboyantly addressed in Latin 
"To the highly esteemed Gentleman'Ha- 
gister Steinrich Sudermann, Syndic of ths 
Hausa, rny highly revered father, in Co- 
logne." 


If an overwhelmed postman had de- 


livered that letter to its proper destina- 
tion, the highly revered addressee would 
have found in it an epistle clearly de- 
signed to appease the;"wrath of a severe 
father on hearing that his son had been 
"plowed" in his examination. After some 
soothing blandishments Sudermann-junior 
suggests that he should make another 
attempt to gain his diploma by the help 
of what we should call a "crammer." He 
writes: "There are .men here who teach 
law by a very short method, and by such 
guides that they pledge themselves to 
make a full doctor of law of a novice, 
scarcely able to speak Latin, in the space 
of six months." 


Even this short cut to learning does 


not entirely suit the tastes of Master Su- 
dermann. He intimates that he would 
rather be let off the doctorate examina- 
tion .completely, and endeavors to show 
his lather by an example that high pre- 
ferment can be obtained without any fa- 
tiguing study. He concludes: "Here is 
ex-student Mantius—a man 
of renown. 


Tou may know that without any know- 
ledge of the law he was appointed Privy 
Councillor to the Prince of Bavaria with 
a salary of 100 ducats a month, besides 
fodder for six-horses. 'Later on he took 
up the office of Legate, so that within 
the space of two years he is said to have 
saved nearly 10,000 ducats. 


"By this example I would point out 


that -without the title of doctor one can 
attain to the position, of Councillor to 
Princes and to states. 
Please decide, 


after due consideration, and you will al- 
ways find me ready and obedient." 


Human nature has not altered much in 


300 years, as testified by the contents of 
this old mailbag. 


Psychology of Intoxication

It would be hard to say which age saw 


the birth' of the first joke. 
No doubt, 


man had some sense of humor even dur- 
ing his struggling cave-dwelling days, 
expressed, most likely, in rough-and- 
tumble horseplay or in practical jokes 
rather than in keen jest and witty re- 
partee. 


Very likely the first Jocular utterance 


had origin in the form or criticism on the 
personal appearance, dress, manners, or 
customs of others. A sort of corrective 
censure, one might say, on those who 
dared to depart from the accepted rules 
of the community. 
r 
The works of' the ancient Greek and 


Roman authors abound in jests. A great 
number are severely personal, ot a cut- 
ting and sneering kind. .Others are mere 
puns 
and verbal jests, incapable, of 


course, of being translated. But in many 
the fun depends entirely on the sense— 
or rather, nonsense—of the thing. 
As 


we read them the antiquity of many of 
our 
present-day jokes is brought to 


light. In spite of their age, the humor 
in these classical Jokes Is as poignant as 
ever. For instance, this quip from ancient 
Greece, 
how 
appropriate 
and full of 


meaning to all ages: 


Archelaus, asked by a talkative barber 


how he would like to be shaved, replied 
"In silence." 


And this, surely, we have heard before 
Gnathene of Athens .was offered some 


rather poor wine. When told that its age 
was sixteen years, drying- remarked: "It's 
pretty weak for its age." 


CICERO'S JEST.

When told 'at a banquet that the wine 
Tie^was drinking was forty years old 
Falernlan said: "By my faith! It bears 
its age well."

LONDON.—Faking common' birds . aosparrows, or the less rare Inhabitants ot... 


make them look like more expensive va- the country he'dgerows. These birds are 
rieties. is a most profitable business. It 
was only a few months ago that one of 
these fakes was caught and suffered a 
smart sentence for blinding canaries be- 
cause, it was supposed that they sang 
better. - This blinding of canaries is ex- 
tremely common, shockingly cruel, and 
very hard to detect Though not faking 
.in the ordinary sense. of the word, It is 
.done because it is thought 
that 
the 


bird's value is enhanced thereby. 


It was down in Whitechapel that the 


blinding of canaries was discovered, and 
it is down in Whitechapel that the iird- 
faker does a thriving business. Almost 
all the birds that are faked are common 


NEW LIFE PRESERVER 


A new life preserver which has been 


successfully tried may be introduced into 
the German navy. The apparatus, which 
weighs five and a half pounds, consists 
of two swimming cushions bound together 
by straps. 'The cushions lie upon the 
breast and back. The apparatus is pro- 
vided with a small lamp, fed Jjy a bat- 
tery. The lamp can be fastened arouivl 
the head with a band worn on the fore- 
head so that in an accident at night the 
position of the person in the water can 
be seen at a considerable distance. 


The small electrical lamp burns three 


to four hours, and with a reflector added 
throws the light several hundred yards 
at night. In several recent tests of life- 
saving at night the victim of the supposed 
shipwreck by aid of the lamp have been 
easily discovered. The life preserver can ha 
buckled around the body in five seconds. 
The lamp begins to shine as soon as the 
buckle is fastened. 
In case of 'catas- 


trophes to warships the worth of the life 
preserver cannot be overestimated, thougn 
in case of war its use would not be ad- 
visable. 


so cleverly faked that they easily pass 
.muster for the rare songster the intend- 
ing: purchaser is on the lookout for. They 
are exposed for sale in the streets. with 
impunity, for it reauires the eye of an 
expert to detect whe,re the fake begins 
and the real bird -leaves off. 


The sparrows used-are bought cheaply 


enough from the trappers, who catch 
them on the marshes. They are brought 
to the bird faker in baskets, and change 
hands at a penny to three halfpence a 
dozen. 
These sparrows . will shortly be 


turned into canaries, goldfinches 
and 


bullfinches. The change from sparrow to 
canary is not a very difficult process. 
.All that is reauired is a 
strong dye, 


which is applied to the feathers with a 
strong camel's-hair brush. 
Bach bird 


as it is finished is placed in a cage by 
itself to dry. When dry they will,fetch 
as much as 5s as singing canaries.' The 
dye that is used will keep its color for 
weeks, and, as the bird-faker doesn't 
remain in the same district very long, 
he has time to clear out before the 
fraud is discovered. 


Many of the fakers, however, have a 


fixed place of business in the East End 
and sell the sparrow-canaries to agents, 
from whom they draw a certain percent- 
age of the srofits. 
That the faker is 


kept busy painting and dyeing will bo 
realized when it is stated that hundreds 
of these sham canaries are sold in Lon- 
don every, month. 


The easiest thing the bird faker has 


to do is to convert a sparrow into a 
canary. 
There are other sides of this 


peculiar employment,, however, 
which 


demand the utmost skill and patience to 
carry through properly and successfully. 
How would you Hke to fit a bird with 
a new pair of wings and a false beak? 
You would hardly know how to begin, 
and -yet so cleverly does the bird faker 
go to work that even a fairly close in- 
spection falls, to reveal the fraud. 
The 


false wings arc sewn on to the sparrow's 


own wings. They are fastened with the 
greatest care, each feather being labori- 
ously dyed and painted to represent the 
bird it is intended to imitate. 'This 
process will sometimes take hours be- 
fore It is properly completed. 


New beaks are more difficult to fix on 


than are new wings. These false beaks 
are all obtained from dead birds, and 
the bird-faker has a large supply of 
them ready to hand. They are generally 
fixed on by means of a clear, strong 
gum. This is one of the cruel parts of 
bird faking, for, although adding false 
wings doesn't interfere with the vic- 
tim's ability to fly, the addition of a 
new beak must cause it endless discom- 
fort. 


The bird faker is well repaid for his 


labor. He rarely gets less than 5s for a 
properly "doctored" bird which has cost 
him the twelfth of a penny In the first 
place. One of these fakers confessed that 
he had sold a pair of piping bullfinches 
for $10. As sparrows their cost had 
been insignificant, and, though he had 
spent a day or two painting', dyeing and 
doctoring. ?100 repaid him over and over 
again.

Pau- 
sanias answered, "Well, had I consulted 
him would I be living- today?" 


A Scythian king, selng a man during a

"No," 
answered the king. "'Well, I am face all 
over," was the naked man's rejoinder.
